SiB^ — In accordance with the requirements of the law of this State^ I have 



the honor to submit herewith the Nineteenth Annual fieport relating to 
Births^ Marriages and Deaths^ returned for the year ending December 31^ 

1885. 

" The main features of the present report are essentially the same as in that 
of 1884^ with such few changes as seemed desirable to add to the interest and 
statistical value of the work done. The time elapsed from the census of 1884 
was comparatively so brief that most comparisons and observations have been 
based upon the results of that census. In some cases an estimate of popula- 
tion has been made^ based upon the average annual rate of increase from 1880 
to 1884. 

It is gratifying to note a large reduction in the number of deaths reported 
for 1885 from the year previous, there being a difference of 1,410 deaths, or 
nearly eight per cent reduction from 1884. With this decrease in the number 
of deaths there comes an increase of 1,711 births, or over four per cent more 
than in 1884. There is no practical difference in the number of marriages 
reported for 1885 as compared with the previous year. 

Great care has been bestowed upon the tables and material embodied in 
this report, the work has been carefully verified at every stage, and it is 
believed to be thoroughly accurate, without which assurance little value could 
be placed upon such a report. It is also believed that every deduction or 
proposition has been made and placed on record in such a manner as to be of 
interest to the present and of great value for future reference and compilations. 



Till VITAL STATISTICS OF MICHIGAN, 1886. 

In this connection it is proper to acknowledge the valuable aid which ha» 
been derived from the reports of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, which have 
been freely consulted in preparing this report, especially the former, which 
has proven particularly interesting on account of the practical equality in 
population between that State and our own. 

A delay of a month occurred in the publication of this report owing to the 
large amount of other work in the hands of the State printers this year, but 
great credit is due them for the good taste displayed in its typography. The 
fact must not be overlooked that under the present registration law, the 
returns for 1885, from which this report was compiled, were not received at 
this office until September and October, 1886.

The facts concerning births, marriages and deaths, returned as having occurred in 
Michigan during the year 1885. are presented in this Nineteenth Annual Report on this 
subject. Like its predecessors it is based upon the returns received from the county 
clerks. 

In Exhibit A may be seen a comparative statement of the number of births, mar. 
riages and deaths for a series of years and the average for ten years. For the year 1885, 
there were returned 42,119 births, 15,016 marriages, and 16,646 deaths, making an aggre- 
gate of 73,781, or 315 more than the total returned for the year 1884. 

As compared with the year 1884, there were returned 1,711 more births, 14 more mar- 
riages, and 1,410 fewer deaths. The average annual number of births returned for the 
ten years 1875-1884 was 85,719, the average nimiber of marriages 14,310, and the average 
number of deaths 15,139. It is thus seen that the returns for the year 1885 exceed the 
average in each case. 

The natural increase of population, or excess of births over deaths was 25,473, the 
largest excess since the registration began in Michigan. It is 8,121 more than the nat- 
ural increase in 1884, and 4,893 more than the average for the ten years 1875-1884. 

When the returns of births and deaths are corrected for omissions in the enumeration, 
as in the lower part of this exhibit, the excess of births for 1885 is shown to be 85,822.

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POPULATION. 

In accordance with the method previously used, the estimated population of Michigan 
for the year 1885 would be 1,912,159. This calculation is based upon the presumption 
that the annual rate of increase for the year 1885 was the same as that between the 
census years 1880-1884, which was 3.156 per cent. In an estimate of this kind, and in 
fact, in any estimate, there is a certain amount of error owing to the movements of the 
inhabitants, but it probably approximates as nearly to the actual figures as any other 
computation. For instance, taking the number of votes cast at the last election, which 
was 380,885, and multiplying them by five, the usual ratio of voters to population, we 
get 1,904,425, which is 7,734 less than the number given above. 

Based upon the first rate of increase, the population of the State for the years 1880- 
1885, that for the years 1880 and 1884 being the actual figures as per census, would be 
as follows :

Exhibit B shows some of the important relations which exist between births, mar- 
riages, deaths, and the inhabitants of the State. The natural daily increase of popula- 
tion in 1885, according to the returns of births and deaths, was 69, a number larger than 
in any of the previous years. By the returns and the population of 1884, one child was 
born, in 1885, to every 44 persons, one marriage was solenmized to every 123 persons, 
and one death occurred to every 111 persons. 

In the statements for the years 1881-1883, the population of the State according to 
the U. S. census of 1880 was used as the basis of calculations, while for the years 1884 
and 1885, the population by the State census of 1884 was used. 

During the period of nineteen years, 1867 to 1885 inclusive, there were returned to the 
State Department 611,521 births, 220,465 marriages, and 250,375 deaths, making a grand 
total of 1,082,361.

As may be seen from Exhibit C, there has been a gradual increase during the whole 
period in the number returned with an occasional decrease. The average for these 
years may be noticed at the bottom of the exhibit. There has been a noticeable decrease 
in the number of marriages returned for the years 1884 and 1885. The returns for 1868 
embrace only a fractional part of j;he year, namely, from April 5 to December 31. 

The facts set forth in Exhibit D show the number of births, marriages and deaths 
for certain specified periods of time within the year 1885. These results are often 
better appreciated when given for short periods of time as in this exhibit. According 
to the returns, there were 115 births, 41 marriages, and 46 deaths on an average during 
each day of the year 1885. The daily increase of population, as shown by the excess of 
births over deaths, was 69 per day. 

When the returns of births and deaths are corrected for omissions, as in the lower 
X)art of the exhibit, the figures are considerably increased. 

In Exhibit E may be found the number of births, deaths, and excess of births over 
deaths as they occurred in the different months of the years 1880-1885, also the average 
excess of birtiis for the ten years 1876-1885. An examination of the Exhibit will show 
that the largest excess of births for the year 1885 was in the month of May. This is 
not the same as the average for ten years, which is almost invariably in the month of 
December.

The total number of births returned to the State Department by the coimty clerks, in 
1885, was 42,119, a number more by 1,711 than were recorded in 1884, and the largest 
number ever returned in any one year. The average annual number returned for the 
fifteen years, 1870-1884, was 33,573, and the births, in 1885, were more than this average 
by 8,546. 

The population of Michigan, according to the State Census of 1884, was 1,858,658. 
When 2,530 is subtracted, being the number of inhabitants from whom no returns of 
births were received in 1885, it gives 1,851,128 as the number of inhabitants represented 
by the returns of births for 1885. This number, divided by the number of birth& 
returned, would give one child born to every 44 persons in the State, and 22.75 births to 
every thousand of the inhabitants. Using the estimated population of Michigan for 
1885, which is 1,912,159, as the basis of calculations, it gives 22.03 as the number of 
births to every thousand of the inhabitants. 

It is a well-known fact that these returns of births, from year to year, do not repre- 
sent all the children bom in Michigan, because of the delay in collecting these statis- 
tics. From five to sixteen months pass after the births occur before their enumeration 
is made, which leads to many omissions. In proof of this we take the following tab- 
ular exhibit from Vol. 1, of the Census of Michigan, 1884 :

The system of correction, which has been adopted in these reports, has its defects and 
does not always represent the true figures, but it seem^ as practicable as any that can 
be used. According to this plan the number of births returned for 1885 should be 
increased by 87.80 per cent in order to equal the number which probably occurred. 
This increases the number of births to 58.026. 

As seen in the following tabular exhibit, the birth rate, when thus corrected, was 
3.18 for every hundred of the inhabitants, or 81.3 for every thousand.

The upper half of the above table shows the number and percentaii^e of births in 
Michigan, according to the returns, in each quarter of the years 188^1885, with the 
average for ten years 1875-1884. Except 1882, the largest proportion of births is returned 
for the quarter of the year ending with September, this being also true for the average. 
The lower half of the table shows the number and proportion of births by quarters of 
the year when corrected for omissions in the enumeration. 

In Table 2 may be seen the order of the months, those being placed first which have 
the greatest number of births, for each of the years 188&-1885, and the average for ten 
years 1875-1884. With the exception of the year 1885, the month of August has the 
largest proportion of births, not only for the other years of the table but also for the ten 
year average.

During the period of fifteen years from 1870 to 1884, the average excess of male births 
was 108 males to 100 females.

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Table 5 presents some interesting statistics concerning the birth-rate among the differ- 
ent races. It is not as valuable as last year owing to the fact that the population of the 
State for 1885 cannot be ascertained, and the population of 1884 must be used as a basis 
for calculations. By removing the decimal point one place to the right, it shows the 
birth-rate to each thousand inhabitants among each race or color. There were, there- 
fore, 22.8 births to each thousand among the white and also among the black, 12.8 
among the mulatto, 18.2 among the Indians, and 17.8 among the black and mulatto 
combined. 

The most noteworthy feature of the table is the increased birth-rate among the black , 
it being nearly equal to that of the white inhabitants. The males predominate in each 
race except among the mulatto, and the largest excess of males appears for the Indians. 

The facts set forth in Table 6 are worthy of careful study. B^r this table, the birth- 
rate in each county of the State may be compared with the birth-rate for the entire 
State, the difference in the birth-rates of the various counties and the difference in the 
proportion of the sexes may also be noted. The number of births in 1885 was 2.28 per 
cent of the number of inhabitants in 1884, the number of male births in 1885 was 2. IB 
per cent of the male inhabitants, and the number of female births was 2.32 per cent of 
the female inhabitants. The counties having the highest birth-rates for the year 
1885, according to the returns, were Alpena, Baraga, Bay, Cheboygan, Houghton, 
Huron, Manistee, Marquette, Menominee, Missaukee, and Wayne. The counties show- 
ing a birth-rate considerably less than that of the State as a whole were Barry, Branchy 
CaUi>un, H^lsdale, Lenawee, Livingston, Oakland, and St. Joseph.

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PARENT-NATIVITY. 

The parent-nativity of the children, returned as having been born in Michigan during 
the year 1885, will be found in Table 7. The number of children bom of native-bom 
parents, in 1885, was 42.26 per cent of the whole number, while the per cent of births 
of foreign-born parents was 36.97 of the whole number. The births of native parentage 
are less in proportion to the whole number than in any year since 1870, while the births 
of foreign parentage are greater that in any year of this period. The average per cent 
of children bom of native-bom parents for the fifteen years 1870-1884 was 45.12, and 
that for 1885 was only 42.26, a decrease of 2.86 per cent. The average per cent of 
children bom of foreign-born parents for thepe years was 34.38, and the per cent for 
1885 was 36.97, an increase of 2.59 per cent. The increase in the proportion of children 
bom of mixed parentage during these years is also quite marked, being 12.79 in 1871 
and 18.11 in 1885. The average per cent for the period was 16.08.

In Table 8, the results given in Table 7 may be compared with those for the years 
1888, 1884, and the average for ten years 1875-1884. It will be noticed that in the 
foreign and in both classes of mixed parentage the percentage for 1885 is greater than 
the average for ten years, while the percentage for the native is considerably less. It 
is worthy of note that the proportion of births, whose parent nativity was not given in 
the returns, is decreasing.

This makee M3 twin children, of which 468 were males, 4Q0 
were females and in the case of four no statement of sex was given. This is tlie 
largest number of twin children ever recorded in this State, there l>eing 900 in 1884, and 
S33 in 18tt3. The average proportion of the sexes among twin births for the years 1875- 
1884 was 99 males to 100 fem&lee, a much smaller proportion of males than is found 
among all children bom, which is 108 males to 100 females. In 18SS there were 99 
males to 100 females. In Table 10 the months, as usual, are arranged in order, those 
months first in which occurred the greatest number of twin births. As in 1868 and 1884, 
the months of Maj and September stand first and second, reepectiTelj, in the order.

With regard to the natiWtj of the pareata of twin children for 188S, the facts are set 
forth in Table 11. It will be observed that 30.39 per cent of the twin births fell to 
native bom parents, 41.79 per cent were of foreign-bom parents, and 15.80 per cent 
were the offspring of parents, one of whom was foreign-bom and the other native-bom. 
A larger proportion of these occurs with foreign father and natire mother. As com- 
pared with the average per cent for ten years. 1875-1884. there is a decrease of 4.16 per 
cent &om the average among the native-born, an increase of 4.75 per cent above the 
average among the foreign-born, while the births from mixed parentage remain about 
the same as the average. By comparing this table with Table 7, it will be seen that the 
propoTtion of foreign-born parents was greater foi* twins than for all children bom. As 
the evidence of former years sustains this fact, it seems to be quite conclusive that there 
is a much larger twin birth-rate among the foreign-born parents than among the native.

STILL-BIRTHS, 1885. 

The returns for 1885 give the large number of 1,008 still-births, being 89 more than 
for 1884. The number of still-births shows quite a steady gain from 1874 to 1885, as 
will be seen by the reports from year to year, as follows : 1874, 464 ; 1875, 629 ; 1876, 
646 ; 1877, 720 ; 1878, 793 ; 1879, 749 ; 1880, 738 ; 1881, 691 ; 1882, 792 ; 1883, 884 ; 1884, 
«19 ; 1885, 1,008. 

The following table exhibits the proportion of still-births to all births, and of the 
mothers of still-bom children to all mothers, for the years 1881^1885, and the average 
for ten years, 1875-1884. It will be noticed that the percents for the average are not as 
great as those for the other years in the table.

In table 17 is given the nativity and color of the mothers of still-bom children and 
the proportion each bears to the total of each nativity and color. The percentage of 
native-bom mothers is again the lowest, not only for each year in the table, but also 
for the average for ten years. The black and mulatto mothers continue to have the 
highest per cent, while the Indian mothers have the lowest. 

Table 18 presents all the known facts gathered from the returns concerning the 
nativity of both parents of all still-bom children. 

Those wishing to ascertain the monthly record of still-births of each sex and the 
total, will find that information in table 19. 

Some interesting comparisons concerning the number of children bom alive, the still- 
births and illegitimates, with the proportions that the male births bear to the female 
births in each, may be seen in table 20. As usual, the still-births in 1885 show a large 
proportion of males, while of the children born alive the proportion of males is below 
the average. 

The universal rule appears to be an excess of males among the still-births, not alone 
in Michigan, but also in other States. In Rhode Island, for the past thirty years, there 
has been an average of 100 male still-births to every 53 female still-births ; and the only 
known time when there was an approach to equality in that State was in 1883, 
when there was an excess of only one. The Massachusetts Report for 1883 gives the 
ratio there of about three males to every two females. In our own State the ratio in 
1885 is seen to be 62 males to 38 females, and the average for the past fourteen years 
was in about the same proportion.

ILLEQITIMATB CHILDREN^ 1885. 

The returns for 1885 place the number of illegitimate children at 248, an increase of 
55 over the previous year. This is 40 below the average for the ten years, 1875-1884 
but as the births in the ** Foundlings' Home," of Detroit, have again not been included 
in the returns of illegitimates from Wayne county, it is quite probable that the number 
for 1885 is not far from the general average. 

From an inspection of the reports of Rhode Island, 1884, and Massachusetts, 1885, it 
is evident that Michigan compares quite favorably with at least two States in respect to 
the number of illegitimate births. The rate per cent in Rhode Island is nearly one- 
fourth greater than in this State, while that of Massachusetts is nearly four times as 
great. The rate in these three States, based upon the latest accessible returns, of 
illegitimate births to total population, is, in Michigan, 1.3 illegitimates for every ten 
thousand population, in Rhode Island it is 1.6, and in Massachusetts 4.8. That is to 
say, there was one illegitimate in Michigan for every 7,464 inhabitants, in Rhode Island 
on* in every 6,085, and in Massachusetts one in every 2,151.

The use and value of vital statistics are la proportion to their accuracy, in which 
particular Michigan is doubtless not far behind any of her sister states ; yet there is 
room for improvement, and it is earnestly hoped that all, upon whom the collecting of 
this important information devolves, will realize the necessity of accuracy and prompt- 
ness in their work. While the law provides quite severe penalties for neglecting to 
comply with its requirements, still, it is frequently violated, as is evidenced by the 
delay far beyond the legal time in the receipt of some of the returns. The fact of sue h 
delay does not necessarily imply that some marriages are not reported at all, yet such 
might be a logical conclusion. 

In the following pages such deductions, comparisons and computations are made as 
seem desirable to place concisely before the student every fact or deduction of interest 
or importance having an influence upon the relations growing out of the ties of wed- 
lock. Such information is not only of value in the present, but it also becomes an im- 
portant reference book for the future. 

The number of marriages returned for 1885, 15,016, does not differ materially from 
that returned for 1884, before correction, 15,002. The additional returns have added 
719 to the number for 1884, as may be seen from Table 30. The number added to the 
original returns for 1883 was 658, and to 1882, 652. 

The original returns for 1885 give a marriage-rate of 8.10 per thousand population in 
1884, or a marriage of sixteen persons in every thousand inhabitants. Using the esti- 
mated population of the State for the year 1885, the number of marriages to every 
thousand of the population would be 7.85. 

The average number of marriages for each of certain specified periods of time, 
during the year 1885, was as follows :

The year 1885 continues the precedents of the preceding decade in showing the 
greatest number of marriages for the last quarter of the year. The excess for that 
quarter over the first quarter, which shows the least number, is 1,344. By comparisons 
of the corrected and original returns for 1884, it will be seen that of the 719 marriages 
added to the original returns, 57 were in the first quarter, 61 in the second, 140 in the 
third, and 461 in the fourth. This shows that about 64 per cent of the delay in making 
returns affect the figures of the last quarter. From this it appears probable that the 
above disparity between the last and first quarters of 1885 will be considerably increased 
when the returns are wholly in.

vember second and December third. February resumes its place of 1883 in having the 
least number, while June still holds the lowest place in the average for ten years. 
From this average it appears that for every 21 marriages which occurred in October 
only 13 occurred in June.

COLOR OF PERSONS MARRIED. 

The fifcures in Table 84 indicate no great changes from those of 1884 in the general 
totals, bat there has been an increase in the per cent of Mulatto and Indian marriages, 
the total of the former being 1.31 to .85 in 1884, and in the latter 1.86 to .80 in 1884. As 
these marriage-rates are computed from the population of Michigan in 1884 with the 
marriages in 1885, due allowance should be made for the increase in population. 

A study of the foot-notes to Table 35 shows that miscegenation prevails to some extent 
in Michigan, there having been 27 mixed marriages in 1885, to 88 in 1884. Fourteen 
White females married males of another color, seven to Black grooms, four to Mulat- 
toes, and three to Indians. Four White males have been returned as having married 
brides of another color, one to a Mulatto and three to Indians.

NATIVITY OF PERSONS MARRIED. 

Table 36 shows the marriages in 1885, arranged according to the nativity of the per- 
sons married. Among the interesting facts given in this table we find that there were 
10,287 native grooms to 10,728 native brides ; and 4,637 foreign-bom grooms to 4,146 
foreign-borii brides. Of the 15,016 couples married, the contracting parties were both 
native in 8,880 cases, while both were foreign in 2,801 cases. In 3,158 marriages, one 
or the other of the parties was foreign-born, and in 119 marriages, one or the other 
was returned as unknown. Tlte per cent of native-born grooms to the whole number 
married was 66.22 in 1883, 66.70 in 1884, and 68.51 in 1885. The foreign-bom percentage 
of grooms was 33.00 m 1883, 32.62 in 1884, and 30.88 in 1885. Of native-bom brides 
there were 69.62 per cent in 1883, 69.59 in 1884, and 71.44 in 1885. Foreign-bom brides 
were 29.33 in 1883, 29.34 in 1884, and 27.61 in 1885.

The marriage-rates for the total popiilation and for the native and foreign-born inhab- 
itants may be seen in Table 37. As there is a difference of but 12 marriages between 
the original returns of 1884 and 1885, there is practically no difference in the percent- 
ages as computed for the total of all nativities. There is, however, some change in the 
proportion of native to foreign-bom marriages, which is indicated by the difference in. 
the percentages. The present year gives for the native-bom, total 1.55, males 1.48, 
females 1.62 ; in 1884 they were, total 1.51, males 1.44, females 1.58. The foreign-bom 
of 1885 were, total 1.80, males 1.70, females 1.93 ; in 1884, total 1.91, males 1.80, females,. 
2.05. 

The basis of calculation being the population according to the census of 1884, without 
allowance for increase of population, it follows that there has really been a decrease in 
the marriage-rate from that of the preceding year. 

As usual from this table, it appears that the per cent of marriages is greater among 
the foreign-bom than the native population. That such a conclusion is not correct i& 
shown by the tabulated exhibit following Table 37, in which the per cent of native mar- 
riages is seen to be 2.69, being .08 per cent greater than in 1884, and the per cent of 
foreign 2.07, being .13 per cent less than in 1884. An examination of the census of 1884 
shows that while there were 575,018 native children under 15 years of age, there were 
but 63,584 foreign-bom of the same age. From this it is apparent that a rate per cent 
based upon the total population is not as accurate as one based upon a comparison of 
the marriageable population, which is the case in the tabulated exhibit referred to.

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AGES OF PERSONS MARRIED. 

The customary average of about 28 years for males and 23 years f oi females is again 
shown by the returns for 1885. As usual, the marriages of foreign nativities show a 
larger average age for both males and females than those of the native-bom. This may 
result from a naturally changed social condition incident to a change of habitation, 
which would also naturally tend to delay the time of forming matrimonial connections.

The marriages in 1885 by sex and periods of age, and the number and proportion of 
persons married, are shown in Table 40. There is but little change from the same table 
for 1884, there being some increase in the number of persons married under 20 years of 
age, and from 20 to 25. The proportion of persons married at ages from 20 to 30 years 
is about the same as in 1884, when it was 69.85 per cent of the total males married, and 
52.17 per cent of the females. This year the proportions are 69.66 per cent of the total 
males and 51.04 per cent of the total females married.

MARRIAGES— BY SEX, BY AGE IN YEARS. 75 

PERSONS MARBIBD UNDER TWENTY-ONE YEARS OF AGE. 

The laws of Michigan fix the ages at which parties may legally contract marriage at 
18 for males and 16 for females. While some advocate a considerable raising of these 
ages by statute, it will be seen that the present low age does not meet the wishes of 
all concerned, for the returns of 1885 show that the age provision of the law was vio- 
lated in 155 cases, 8 males having married when under 18, and 147 females when under 
16 years of age. 

The penalty for solemnizing an illegal marriage is a fine not to exceed five hundred 
dollars ; but, as there is seldom any one interested in having the penalty enforced, it is 
probable there are few if any convictions of parties joining couples one or both of whom ' 
m$ty be of unlawful age for wedlock. Probably many people will agree with the social 
writers, that marriage, especially for males, is not desirable, except in special cases, 
under the age of twenty-ene. A different view of fchis social question was held by at 
least 7,577 persons in 1885, as that number were married when under 21 years of age ; 
983 were males and 6,594 were females. 

Of those cases which might come under the head of extreme youth, there were the 
following : 1 female married at 12 years of age ; 4 at 13 ; 21 at 14 ; 121 at 15 ; 826 at 16 ; 
1,161 at 17 ; and 1,664 at 18. Of the males, 1 was married at 15 ; 2 at 16 ; 5 at 17 ; 95 at 
18 ; 302 at 19 ; and 578 at 20. 

From the returns it appears that the ages are known of 29,896 i)erson8 married in 
1885 ; of these 19.04 per cent were under 20, and 37.59 per cent were over 20 and under 
25. That means that over half of the persons married, in 1885, were under 25 years of 
age. In the Massachusetts Report for 1885, we find the per cent of same ages to have 
been 9.83 for under 20, and 39.58 for 20 to 25. The Rhode Island Report for 1884 gives, 
the per cent in that State at 9.46 under 20, and 39.62 for 20 to 25.

There were 14,930 marriages in Michigan in 1865, where the ages of the partiea were 
bhown. In 4,057 marriages the contracting parties were of the same period of age ; 
in 933 marriages the brideB were older than the grooma, and in 9,9B0 the grooms were 
of a period of age older than that of the hridee. In 33 cases the age of the groom is 
given wliile that of the bride is unknown ; in 8 cases the age of the bride is given, but 
that of the groom is unknown ; and in 50 cases the age of both parties is unknown. 

The returns of marriages for 1885, as usual, show some curious and interestiiig ones 
in regard to the disparity of age of the contracting parties. Among the more remark- 
able may be mentioned a groom of 72 to a bride of 18, which was solemnized in Jack- 
son county ; a groom of 68 to a bride of 22 in Kent county ; and a groom of 62 to a 
bride of 10 in Macomb county. Oa the other hand there were quite a number of mar- 
riages where the bride was many years older than the groom. Of these, the most 
noteworthy differences in the agee, were a groom of 51 to a bride of 74 in Monroe- 
county ; and a groom of 33 to a brilde of 55 in Van Buren county.

That the present registration laws of Michigan do not fully accomplish the object for 
"which they were enacted, the securing of accurate returns of births, marriages and 
deaths, is again made manifest by the returns of deaths for the year 1885, which are 
oflBlcially reported to this office at 16,646. This is 1,410 fewer deaths than were reported 
for 1884, and if calculated upon the basis of the population of 1884, with no allowance 
for increase, is at the rate of 9.02 deaths only per thousand of population. The official 
death-rate in Rhode Island in 1884 was 16.10 in every thousand; in Massachusetts in 1885 
it was 19.61 per thousand, and the average for thirty-one years in that State has been 
19.33 per thousand, being more than double the rate officially returned for Michigan. 
The death-rate for England and most foreign countries making returns of deaths is 
somewhat higher than that of Massachusetts. 

The following tabulated exhibit, taken from the first volume of the census of 1884, 
clearly illustrates the fact that omissions in the enumeration of births and deaths are in 
proportion to the length of time elapsing between their occurrence and their enumera- 
tion. Deaths which occurred in the first seven months of the census year, June to 
December, 1883, are in excess by registration returns because taken from one to two 

months earlier than the census returns. For the same reason the deaths which occurred 
in the last five months of the census year, January to May, 1884, are in excess by cen- 

. sus returns because taken some eleven months earlier than were those of the registra- 

jfcion reports. 



DEATHS— BY MONTHS. 
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From the above it is quite evident that a coneiderable addition should be made to the 
number of deaths as officiaU; reported, and this has been done in Table 44 and in the 
taba]at«d exhibit following, which shows the death-rate in Michigan, both as re- 
gards the number returned and the number as corrected for omissions in the enumera- 
tion. After the correction has been made to the returns of deaths, the death-rate is 
■evidently too small, being only 12.8 to each thousand living.

The number of deatlis by quarters, showing; the influence of the seasons upon the 
niortality in Michigan, is given in Table 44. The table includes both the original re- 
turns and those after the correction is made for omissions. The year 1885 proves no 
-exception to the usual showing, which has given the largest proportion of deaths to tbe 
quarter ending with September, and the least to the quarter ending with March. By the 
ci^rrected returns, however, 1885 gives the largest proportion of deaths to the first quar- 
ter, which is unusual.

SEX OP DECEDENTS. 

Table 46 shows the number and proportion of males and females among the decedents 
in Michigan for the years 1872 to 1885, inclusive, and the average for the fourteen years. 
The excess of male deaths, for 1885, is 1,456, the relative proportion being 119 male to every 
100 female deaths. It is an interesting fact that while the proportion of male deaths is 
nearly one-sixth greater than the female deaths, and the proportion of male births to 
female births only about one-twelfth greater, yet the male population appears to show 
a more rapid increase than the female. It appears from the records that in the ten 
years ending with 1885 there were bom 190,246 males and 176,459 females, the excess of 
males being 13,787 ; for the same i)eriod of years the deaths were reported at 83,078 
males to 72,417 females, the excess of male deaths being 10,656. Subtracting the excess 
of male deaths from the excess of male births, we have an actual increase of males 
over females of 3,131 in ten years, or an average of 313 per year.

OMISSIONS IN THE ENUMERATION OF DEATHS. 

These omissioiiB arise from the fa«t that the statistice are not gathered untO the 
various supervisors are making their annual aaseesments, which bringe the time from 
four to sixteen months after their occurrence. It is not surprismg that where such ^ 
length of time elapses a great many deaths will be forgotten or neglected, and the 
remoter the time of the death the more probable the chances are that it may be over- 
looked. It is therefore customaiy to add the per cent graded according to thelengthof 
time that has elapsed. The order of the months in Table 47 is changed from that of 
Table 45, because the additions for omissions are thus ccraded.

AGES OF PERSONS WHO DIED IN MICHIGAN IN 1885. 

In Tables 48 and 49 are given the compilations of deaths at different periods of a,ge. 
For seven of the past twelve years over one-fourth of the deaths have been of children 
under one year of age, and while the per cent for 1885 is 1.12 less than in 1884, it is still^ 
.33 of one per cent above the average for the twelve years, 1874-1885, which was 25.77 
per cent. This rate is considerably above that of Massachusetts, which was 20^47 per 
cent for the same period, a difference of 5.3 per cent in favor of Massachusetts. It 
would be a matter of general interest and of some importance to know the reason for 
this greater infant mortality in Michigan as compared with Massachusetts. 

This year proves no exception to the rule of an excess of female deaths in the period 

of fifteen to forty years of age. Occasionally some other period will show an excess of 

female deaths, but usually the deaths in such periods are too few and imcertain to form 

a basis for comparisons, as may be noticed in the reports for 1884 and 1885 for the period 
of 100 and over. 

By an examination of Table 49 it will be seen that though the deaths under one are 

above the average for twelve years, all deaths under five are below that average. The 

deaths for the other periods given in that table are above the average.

DEATHS BY MONTHS AT DIFFERENT AGES. 

In Table 50 may be seen the deaths arranged by periods of age and by months, thereby 
enabling the reader to study the influence of seasons and age upon mortality. The 
variation of the different months of the deaths of children aged under one year is not 
as great as in 1883 or 1884. In the latter year the lowest month was 5.08 per cent in 
January, and the highest 14.76, for August. In 1885 the lowest is June, with 6.50, while 
the highest is August again, with 11,17 per cent ; the extremes of fluctuation being but 
4.67 per cent, as against 9.68 in 1884. 

For the period under 5 August shows the largest per cent of deaths; from 5 to 10 the 
greatest per cent falls to December; from 10 to 20 to September; from 20 to 50 to April, 
and for 50 and over to December. This is not a material change from that of 1884, 
except in the period of 20 to 50, the largest proportion in 1884 was in November instead 
of in April. The deductions heretofore drawn from this table are that the months of 
extreme heat are the most fatal to children, while the cold months have somewhat more 
than their proportionate number of deaths among the aged. These deductions are cor- 
roborated to some extent by the figures of this table. 

Tables 51 and 52 contain very much the same information, except that it is given more 
in detail, the periods being reduced to their lowest terms, to years for adults, and years 
and months for children and infants.

INFANT MORTALITY. 

The number of still-births returned continues to show a steady increase, the number 
for 1885 being 89 greater than for 1884, which was 35 more than for 1883. The propor- 
tion of still-births to total deaths is nearly one per cent greater this year than last, and 
is 1.07 per cent greater than the average for the previous ten years.

Probably no difficulty will be experienced in comprehending the various exhibits pre- 
sented in Table 54, therefore the complete description of the table, which was given last 
year, is omitted in this report. In case any one wishes to read the full description it 
will be found uj^on page 108, Report of 1884. 

RELATIONS OF DEATHS OF CHILDREN TO BIRTHS. 

The various relations existing between the births and the excessive number of infant 
deaths may be still further studied in Tables 55, 56, and 57. 

While there are 408 fewer births giveh in Table 55 than in last year's report, the total 
deaths of infants aged under one year are 466 greater, being an increase of 1.26 in the per 
cent of deaths under one to births. The usual excess of deaths of male infants over 
females is about two per cent; in this table the excess is considerably larger, being 2.57 
per cent as to total of births. 

The total deaths, by months, show a practical imiformity as to number, there being 
no great excess in any month, and bur one month, November, with a low number. In 
the per cent of deaths to births by months, February stands highest with 14.52, and 
November lowest with 9.18 per cent, the extreme fluctuation being 5.34 per cent. 

Table 56 will repay one for a careful study of the facts it shows so concisely. The first 
column gives the total number of children born in 1884, and in each month of that year, 
who died aged under one year. The first diagonal column gives the number who died 
in each month aged under one month, the second those aged one month, the third those 
aged two months, and so on. It is interesting to note that in the periods of months the 
probabilities of life increase with the age, as they do up to a certain limit, in the periods 
of years. Thus we find in each horizontal line that the number of deaths decreases 
rapidly with increasing age, as for instance the month of August, with 3,673 births, 
returns 205 deaths under one month, with but 13 aged 11 months. The last column 
giving the per cent of children who died aged under one month to total births, shows 
some fiuctuations, the colder months vying with August and September. How much 
of these fiuctuations is due to actual deaths and how much to imperfect registration, it 
is impossible to state. The average, however, is somewhat higher this year than last, 
being 5.03 as against 4.84.

TOWNSHIPS IN WHICH NO DEATHS 
Sixty-seven towns, with a population aggregating over eighteen tbousand, report 
that there were no deaths therein during the year 188G. it is true that a large number 
of the towns have a very small population, but there are many whose inhabitants 
ag^^gate from 500 to 1,SOO, and it seems hardly credible that no deaths should occur 
in such townships, when there is an averse of one death to every 111 inhabitants in 
the State at large.

COLOR OF DECEDENTS IN MICHIGAN IN' 1B8S. 

Bj table 63 it will be seen that as usual the per cent of white decedents to all deaths 
is less than the per cent of whites to aU inhabitants, and that following the usual prece- 
dent the death-rate of whites and mulattoes is below the average, and all others are 
above. The deaths of males to females is above the figures of the past three years in 
all colors but black and mulatto, where it is unusually low.

NATIVITY OP DECEDENTS IN MICHIGAN. 

The proportion of native-born decedents for 1885 is nearly three per cent below the 
average of the ten preceding years, while that of the foreign-born is 2.81 per cent 
greater than that average, as will be seen by examination of Table 64. In Massachu- 
setts the per cent to total deaths in 1885 of native-born and foreign-born decedents was, 
respectively, 75.00 and 24.01. 

As shown elsewhere in this report, comparisons based upon the total population are 
not just to the native-born, with its larger quota of children, therefore, Table 65, giv- 
ing the nativity of decedents by periods of age, will enable the student to make his 
comparisons by the periods of ages most likely to eliminate that element. From this 
table we find the rate of deaths approximate each other as we pass out of childhood, 
and that the race of foreign-bom decedents shows a tendency to excess after the period 
of twenty to thirty.

CAUSES OF DEATH. 1885. 

The per cent of deaths returned as unknown and unclassified in 1874 was 12.11, but 
almost every year since has seen a reduction of this per cent, so that for 1885 it stands at 
6.06, just about one-half of what it was twelve years previous. No doubt with reasonable 
diligence on the part of those taking these statistics it might be reduced to a merely 
nominal figure. In the Massachusetts report for 1885 the per cent of unknown and un- 
classified is but 1.3. That State also shows a gradual reduction in this respect, the above 
being 3.3 per cent lower than the returns for 1871. 

Table 67 shows a falling off in deaths from zymotic diseases of over four per cent 
from the returns of 1884, and a small increase in each of the other four grand divisions. 
The most noticeable contrasts between the year 1885 and the average are a decrease of 
nearly six per cent in zymotic and an increase of over five per cent in developmental 
diseases. 

VIOLENT DEATHS. 

There is no material change in the number of violent deaths, of which 907 were re- 
ported, to 898 in 1884 and 940 in 1883. An examination of table 72, giving the number 
of deaths for twelve years from seven of the most prominent causes, shows a falling off 
from the report of 1884 of 18 deaths from drowning and 13 from suicides, with an in- 
crease of 10 cases in poisoning and a smaller increase in freezing, homicide and railroad 
accidents. 

In the number of their inhabitants Massachusetts and Michigan are nearly equal, and 
it, therefore, is a matter of considerable interest to note comparisons between the two 
States in the various matters relating to this report. Thus we find Massachusetts 
reporting for 1885, 110 deaths from burns and scalds, being 43 more than Michigan ; in 
poisoning 49, or 23 more ; in railroad accidents, 187 to 76 ; drowning, 295 to 132 ; freezing, 
5 to 6 ; homicides, 15 to 28 ; suicides, 176 to 91. That these comparisons are not acci- 
dental, we give the average per year of the two States for the ten years ending with 
1885, the first figures being for Massachusetts and the second for Michigan : Bums and 
scalds, 96 to 75 ; poisoning, 42 to 22 ; railroad accidents, 155 to 59 ; drowning, 355 to 140 ; 
freezing, 4 to 3 ; homicides, 15 to 15 ; and suicides, 156 to 71. 

It would be interesting to know what causes this great difference in the fatalities of 
the two States, whether it is due to a more perfect registration in Massachusetts, or to 
more care on the part of the inhabitants of this State.

DEATHS IN 1885, GROUPED BY PART OF BODY DISEASED. 

Deaths from affections of the lungs stand as usual largely in excess of other parts of 
the body, being over one-fifth of the total deaths, and varying very little from the pro- 
portion of last year and the average of the past ten years. Deaths from bowel diseases 
were unusually low, nearly three per cent below the average, which causes deaths from 
brain diseases to take second place this year, with diseases of the bowels third, and the 
four remaining groups following in their usual order.

In proportion of deaths to population the aoutheastem division is again at the head, 
'with a trifle higher death-rate than in 1884, when it was 1.48 per cent. The northeast- 
era, which was Wwest last year, stands neit the highest this year, while the northern 
division with its ratio of .76 of one per cent is the lowest. 

Table 77 shows the diseases included in each of these classes and the counties in 
which the deaths occurred, while Table 76 gives the specified causes of death by mcmths 
and periods of age.

UNUSUAL CAUSES OP DEATH. 

There is no material difference, in 1885, in the number of deaths retnmed under the 
general head of ** Casualties," as compared with the returns for 1883 and 1884. Acci- 
dental shooting claims 9 fewer victims than in 1884. Horses, by kicking, runaways 
and wagon accidents, managed to dispose of 29 human lives this year, as against 37 in 
1884. Bulls are also accountable for 4 deaths this year. Returned as simple " acci- 
dents," without specifying the cause, there were 122 this year as against 123 in 1884.

STATISTIOS OONCKRNINQ SUICIDE. 

The following table shows a large but not uniform growth in the number of suicides, 
which have increased at a greater ratio than has the population. The increase of popu- 
lation from 1874 to 1884 was about 39 per cent, while the increase in the number of 
suicides was over 96 per cent; but the number for 1884 was unusually large, being 1428 
per cent greater than in 1888 or 1885. The increase for 1885 over 1875 was just 75 per 
cent. In Massachusetts the rate of increase for the same period was nearly 11 per cent, 
which was not equal to the rate of increase of population, about 17 per cent, for the 
same period. 



CAUSES OF DEATH,— SUICIDES. 2\& 

A fact worthy of note is that by the returns suicide, in Michigan, appears to be con^ 
fined ahnost exclusively to the white population, the only exception being the case of » 
Mulatto in 1878. 

Of the 817 cases returned in twelve years, 615 were males, 201 females and one un-^ 
known ; 558 were or had been married, 222 single and 37 whose conjugal relations were' 
not given. Michigan was the birthplace of 191 ; 265 were born in other states, New^ 
York contributing the largest quota, 149, followed by Ohio with 44 ; 298 were of foreign* 
birth, over half of whom, 151, were from Grermany, 47 from Canada, 39 from England^ 
and 25 from Ireland ; the nativity of 63 was not given. 

Of the causes of death, as made known by the returns, poison ranks first as usual,' 
followed in order by hanging, shooting, drowning and cutting throat, while in over* 
one-half of the cases the manner of death was not returned. 

Based upon the population as given in the Census of 1884, Michigan had one suicide in 
1885 to every 20,370 inhabitants ; this does not differ materially from the ratio for ther 
entire United States by the Census of 1880, when there was reported one suicide tc^ 
every 19,974 inhabitants.

PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATH. 

Of the fifteen leading causes of death, representing over one-half of the mortality in 
1885, consumption continues to stand at the head, with over one-ninth of the total 
deaths to its credit. Diphtheria takes second place, which it usually holds, although in 
1881 it stood at the head. 

Among the interesting changes that may be noted are cholera infantum dropping 
from fifth position in 1884 to eleventh in 1885. Scarlet fever, which stood sixth in 1883^ 
fell to fourteenth in 1884, and has fallen out of this list in 1885. Diarrhea and croup, 
which were eleventh and fifteenth last year, have also fallen out this year, the three 
vacant places being filled by dropsy, casualty and inflammation of the brain. Cancer 
has risen from twelfth in 1884 and eleventh in 1883 to ninth in 1885. As a matter of 
comparison we give the twelve most prominent causes of deaths in Massachusetts in 
1885 : Consumption, pneumonia, heart disease, apoplexy and paralysis, old age, still- 
bom, cholera infantum, inflammation of brain, bronchitis, cancer, diphtheria and 
typhoid fever. These twelve causes represent over 64 per cent of the total deaths in 
that State in 1885. 

There appears to be no material change in the relation or per cent of deaths from the- 
flf teen specified causes in Table 81 to deaths from all causes from year to year. The^ 
total in 1885 is 57.44 per cent, to 57.66 m 1884, 56.62 in 1883, 57.13 m 1882, 57.43 m 1881,. 
and 58.02 in 1880.

MORTALITY FROM TEN PROMINENT CAUSES IN 1885. 

The following tables give the number and per cent of deaths in 1885 from ten promi- 
nent causes by months and periods of age. The diseases which appear to show most 
prominently the effects of the seasons are diarrhea, dysentery, croup, diphtheria, and 
measles. The first two show an almost regular increase as the hot months come on, 
decreasing again as winter approaches ; while the contrary appears to prevail to a large 
extent in croup, diphtheria and measles. 

As usual diphtheria ranks highest of these ten causes, with but eleven fewer deaths than 
in 1884, while cancer comes second with 42 more than in 1884 and 20 more than in 1888. 
Measles are unusually low this year, showing but 38 as against 144 last year and 258 the 
year previous. Dysentery comes next with 55 fewer than in 1884. The other most 
noticeable changes are a falling off of 148 deaths from diarrhea, 81 from scarlet fever 
and 127 from typhoid fever as compared with the returns for 1884. 

As regards age it will be noticed that in all but cancer and typhoid fever there is a 
large excess of deaths for the period under 5 years, diphtheria being the only cause that 
carries a large proportion of deaths into the second and third periods, although cepha- 
litis, croup and scarlet fever show quite a liberal allowance of deaths in the second 
period.

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Cancer, — In table 84 is gfiven a recapitulation of all deaths from cancer, by part of 
the body affected, for 14 years, 1872-1885. 

The aggregate number of deaths from this disease for the 14 years was 3,781, being 
an average of 270 per year. With the exception of two years, 1882 and 1884, there has 
been a constant increase of deaths from this cause since 1871 ; the returns this year 
.give 42 more deaths than in 1884. The excess of female deaths this year is 37, being 
two above the average excess for the 14 years. 

There is no great variation in the number of deaths by months in each half of the 
year, but there is quite an excess in the last half over the first, the deaths as reported 
giving 157 for the first six months of the year to 245 for the last six, or an excess of 88 
in the last half. By months November returns the largest number and January and 
March the least. 

About one-half of the cases are returned " unspecified " as to part of the body affected. 
Of those returned as known, cancer of the stomach is credited with nearly one-half of 
the deaths, while cancer of the breast is second, with about one-seventh.

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METEOROLOGY AND ITS RELATION TO DEATHS. 

It is held b7 all authoritiee on the subject that the mortality from many diseasee ia 
aenaibly affected by climatic conditions. For purposes of study and comparison by 
those interested, the following tables have been prepared showing some of the most 
important meteorological conditions for the year 1885. These tables are the results of 
observations made at the office of the State Board of Health, Stat© Agricultural College, 
.and by the U. S. Signal Service. 

From Table 86 it will be seen that the average t«mperature for 1885, 43.90, was very 
low, 3.54 degrees below the average, and only approached by that of 1883, when it was 
43.51, and in 1875, which was 43.09. The lowest monthly average was in February, 
8,94 degrees, being 15.68 degrees below the average of that month for ten years. July, 
the hottest month in the year, shows 1.72 degrees more heat than the ten year average. 

The year 1885, then, was not only the coldest of the past ten years, but it had, also, 
with but three exceptions, the hottest weather. That is to say, the monthly average of 
the hottest month was only exceeded in the years 1878, 1879, and 1881.

Croup. — ^A trifle over two per cent of all deaths in 1885 were due to this disease, the^ 
total deaths from croup being 337, and of these 83.08 per cent, or 280, were under 5 
years of age ; 47 were in the period of 5 to 10, 7 in 10 to 15, and one each in 15 to 20, 25* 
to 30, and 70 to 75. The most fatal were the cold months, including March, April and 
October. December stands again the highest, although its proportion is decidedly 
below that of last year, being 13.65 to 16.98 ; while July is lowest with 3.56 per cent.. 
In 1884, five months were above the average and seven below, while in 1885 the re- 
verse is the case. 

Certain meteorological conditions, which are considered to have an influence upon- 
the mortality from croup, are given in table 87. It appears that there was but one ex- 
ception, October, to the proposition that the air was colder than the average in months- 
when the greatest number of deaths from croup occurred. The same month is also the- 
only exception to the proposition that more than the average number of deaths frorn^ 
croup occurred in months in which there was less than the average quantity of vapor- 
inhaled.

Diphtheria.— There is comparatively little variation in the total number of deaths 
from diphtheria for the years 1888, 1884, and 1885, aa will be seen from the exhibit 
given below ; there io, however, a very large decrease from the number of deaths 
reported for the four years previous to 1883, the mortality being eepecially great in 
18S1. The excess of female deaths this year is 48, as against 62 last year, and T in 
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1 883. While there is an an actual decrease in the number of deaths from diphtheria as 
compared with last year, there is an increase in the proportion of deaths from this 
cause to deaths from all causes. The per cent is 6.83 to 5.90 in 1884, and 5.96 in 1883. 
The highest proportion was in 1881, when 10.72 per cent, or over one-tenth of all 
deaths, were from this disease. The fluctuations in the number of diphtheritic deaths 
for the past ten years were as follows :

The annual average, as computed for the ten years 1876-1885, continues to increase, 
being 1,141 this year, to 1,056 in 1884, although there is no increase in the total deaths 
from diphtheria ; this is due to the dropping off of the years with comparatively few 
deaths, 1875 dropping out of the ten with its small number of 207 deaths from this 
.cause. The seven years, 1879-1885, showing excessive mortality from diphtheria, give 
an average of 1,374. 

Of the total deaths from diphtheria in 1885, 77.98 per cent were children under ten 
years of age. 

The following tabular exhibit shows the deaths from diphtheria by the eleven 
geographical divisions of the State, with the per cent or relation of deaths from this 
disease to deaths from all causes. The two divisions having the largest per cent in 
1884 were the southeastern with 10.36, and the northern central with 9.79. These two 
it will be noticed are again the highest, the former with 9.61 and the latter 14.25 per 
cent. That is, about one-seventh of the total deaths in the northern central division 
were caused by diphtheria.

T^hoid Fever.— There is a decided falling off tiiis year in the number of deaths from 
this disease, being 387 to 514 in 1884 and 439 in 1888. and 100 below the average of the 
last twelve years. The per cent to deaths from all causes is 3.83, with a conaiderable 
excees of males, there being 310 to 176 females and one unknown. The six months of 
the year beginning with February show deaths below the monthly average, the remain- 
ing six above. September leads with nearly one-flfth of the total deaths, while over 
one-half of the deaths occurred in the last four months of the year. 
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Bj periods of age the lai^est proportion to the number of inhabitants of the same 
age, by the Census of 1684, is in the period of 16 to 30 ; the proportion of inhabitants of 
that age to all inhabitants was about 10 per cent, while the proportion of deaths from 
typhoid fever for the same age was 18.14 per cent. Of the 367 deaths 382 were under 
40 years of age, and 105, or about 37 per cent, were over 40 ; in 1884 only 18 per cent 
were above that age.

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The total deaths from the diarrheal diseases classed together in table 90 are 1,050, 
being 650 fewer than were returned for the same diseases in 1884, and 137 below the 
average for twelve years; also 937 below the year showing the greatest number of 
deaths, 1881. The greatest decrease is in diarrhea and cholera infantum, enteritis being 
the only cause that shows above the average.

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Diarrhea, — The low rate of mortality from this disease has been surpassed in three 
cases only in the past fourteen years, in 1878, 1879 and 1882, and probably not in the 
latter year if allowance is made for the difference in population. The rate per cent to 
all deaths in 1885 is 1.57 as against 2.27 in 1884. 

No month shows a large excess over its neighbor, as was the case last year, when 
August had 129 to 71 in July ; this year those two months show the highest, but are 
nearly equal. In 1884 August gave an averaB:e temperature of 66.10, and its per cent 
of deaths from diarrhea was 31.54 ; for 1885 the figures are 63.23 and 22.61. Taking 
July in the same way we find for 1884 the figures were 66.70 and 17.36 ; for 1885 both 
are higher, being 71.13 and 21.84. The highest monthly mortality recorded was 157 
for the month of August, 1881. Comparing the meteorological conditions we fijid as 
follows, for August, average daily range of temperature, in 1881, 24.48 degrees; in 1885, 
18.45 ; average temperature in 1881, 74.63 degrees, in 1885, 63,23 ; relative humidity in 
August, 1881, 62 ; in 1885, 78,

Scarlet Feoer. — Tb% number of deaths returned in 1885 from tbia diaeaee was 34S, a 
decrease of 81 from the mortality reported in 18S4, and a decreaee of 316 from the 
annual average of the past thirteeai years, 18TS-1884. The largest number of deaths^ 
ever returned in tbia State from this malady was in 1888, when the number was 073. 
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Of the 245 deaths, 136 ^ere among males, and 109 among femalea. The extent to 
which scarlet fever prevails among joung children may be Been bj reference to Table 
83, where 158, or 64,49 per cent of all the deaths in 188S were those of children under 
five years of age ; S19, or 80. 39 per cent were under ten years of age, 

Aa regards season of year, as usual tJie greatest mortality occurred in the cold 
months, but the month of August shows an imiiBually high rate of mortality in 1885,- 
being 12.25 per cent of the total number. 

In 188S there were four exceptions to the proposition that the average daily tempera-- 
tore was lower than the average in months when more than the average number of 
deaths from scarlet fever occurred, and vice versa.

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Consumption, — As is the case in the older States consumption leads all other causes 
of death in the number of its victims. The deaths reported for 1885 as due to consump- 
tion number 1,964, a falling off of 28 from 1883, and 234 from 1884. While this shows 
a reduction from last year of over one-tenth, there is but little change in the relation 
of deaths from this disease to deaths from all causes, the per cent being 12.17 in 1884, 
and 11.80 in 1885. The total deaths reported from consimiption under the registration 
laws, from 1869 to 1885, are 28,086 or an average of 1,652 per year. By sex these deaths 
aggregate 18,028 males to 15,058 females, or 87 males to every ibO females. For 1885 
there were 935 males to 1,028 females, being a ratio of 91 males to every 100 females, or 
48 males and 52 females in each 100 decedents, a larger proportion of males than the 
usual ratio, which is 46 to 54. 

The influence of the months and seasons upon the mortality from consumption is 
shown in the following tabulated exhibits. In 1884, the deaths by half years were quite 
evenly divided, the excess of the last half over the first being only 1.31 per cent, while 
it was 4.20 per cent in the grand total. This year there is an excess of 6.26 per cent in 
the first half of the year. In each case the deaths of the last half are quite evenly 
divided between the two quarters, but in the first half of the year there is a large excess 
in the second quarter; this excess amounted to 5.64 per cent in 1884, to 3.57 in 1885, and 
5.18 for the seventeen years. By months, April, May and December present the largest 
proportion in the table for 17 years, while March and April give the greatest proportion 
of deaths for 1885. 

The mortality from consumption by sex and periods of age for 1885, and for the 17 
years, 1869-1885, may also be studied in these exhibits. Usually there is little differ- 
ence in the relative proportions of the various periods of life, between the aggregate 
record and that for a single year, but in 1885 the deaths under ten fall 2.52 per cent 
below the record of the 17 years. As usual, however, there is a large excess of deaths 
in the period of 20 to 30, which is this year 1.27 per cent above the aggregate record.

Pneamonia.— As in conaumption, there was a f allin g off in the number of deatha- 
from pneumonia in 1885 from the number reported in 1884, the totsJs being 733 against 
787. By per cent to total deaths from all causes the proportion is 4.13 in 1 885 to 4.35 in 
1884. The number of deaths for ISSS is still 49 above the average for the ten years^ 
1876-188S, which is 684. 
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Contrarr to consumption, this disease ehowa more deaths among maleaibim femalesr 
tbe figures thiB year being 430 to 313 and 1 nnknown, or an excess of 108 male dece- 
dentB, being a proportion of 135 males to 100 females ; that is, out of every 100 deathe 
there were 57 males to 43 females. 

For the years 1875-6 and 1884-5 the months of February and March were the most 
fatal, but in the remaining eight of the post twelve years March and April show the 
lai^est proportion of deatliB. July and August show the least number for 1885 and for 
the average for ten years. 

The deaths under 6 years of age bear a smaller proportion to the total than in 1884, 
being 41.47 per cent to 43.94. The deaths orer 60 represent S7.69 per cent, and the ages 
between 6 and 50 are represented by 30,15 per cent. This shows a larger proportion of 
deaths at the extremes of life, and when we come to examine the proportion of deaths 
at these ages to population of the same age the ratio is shown to tw stiD greater. The 
per cent of deaths from pneumonia to population of the same age is as follows : 
■185 per cent for all under 5 years of age ; for those aged 5 to 50 the rate is only .016 per 
cent, while for those aged 50 and over it is .086 per cent. From this it appears that for 
those aged over 50 the rate is over five times that of from 5 to SO, while for children 
under 5 it is over eight times as great. 

Table S5 shows the relation of deaths from pneimionia to certain atmospheric coadi- 
tiona. It appears that in 1885 there were only two exceptions to the proposition that 
the Average Daily Temperature was lower than the average in months when more than, 
the average number of deaths from pneumonia occurred, and vice versa.

Ftom table 96 may be seen the relative prevalence, in 1883, of consumptiOQ, pnen- 
monia, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, and diarrhea in each of the eleven geographical 
divinons of the State. Consumption seems to have prevailed the least in the North- 
eaetem and Upper Peninsular divisions of the Statu, and thoee divieiona showing the 
highest rate per cent were the Northern, Central and Southwestern, while pueumonia 
had a high rate per cent in the Northern, Eastern and Southern Central divisions.

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LONGEVITY OP DECEDENTS. 

In Table 99 are given the results of the work of sixteen years in the compilation or 
statistics regarding the average age at death of persons engaged in various occupations^ 
or pursuits. The longer the time covered by such statistics the more valuable they 
become for purposes of reference. No definite conclusion can be drawn from the 
age attained by any single individual, but when a sufficient number engaged in any 
one occupation can be t^ien collectively, they form a good basis for an average estimate 
of longevity, or expectation of life. It is upon such tables, if gathered by reliable 
authority, that life insurance companies base their rates and business. 

In this table it will be seen that there are twelve general classes, and that the highest 
average age by class is 58.75 years, and the lowest 42.20. This shows a difference of over 
sixteen years between the longevity of cultivators of the earth and seafaring men, and 
the latter are closely followed in shortness of life by those who come under the head of 
laborers. 

In order to see at a glance the more important facts to be gleaned from the table we 
have selected a few of the subdivisions of the classes showing the greatest longevity, 
taking such examples only as have cases enough to form some reasonable basis for esti- 
mates. In each instance is given the number of deaths from which the average age is 
taken, the subdivision of class, and the average age :
